Kansas City, May 16 (A.P.).—Meeting 
for home rule in ithe 
foreign missionary fields, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church -today approved 
through its quadrennial general confer- 
ence the election of bishops by central 
conferences, 

The action, regarded as one of the 
most revolutionary constitutional 
changes ever attempted by the church, 
would .remove from the general con- 
ference the power to choose foreign 
bishops. The vote was virtually 
unanimous. 

Approval for the selection of native 
bishops by natives was given in answer 
to growing insistence from members of 
the church abroad that they be al- 
lowed more volce in the conduct 
their own affairs. 

Ratification by the annual and lay 
electoral conferences, which will re- 
quire a year, will be necessary before 
the plan can be put into effect. 


Follows Stormy Debate. 


Passage of the home-rule bill fol- 
lowed five hours of stormy debate in 
which chief opposition was voiced by 
United States delegates. Some predict- 
ed disintegration of the church at 
home, while others foresaw eventual 
segregation of negro members as a step 
toward organic union with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church South, which 
has no negro members. The churches 
split in 1844 on the slavery issue. 

The trial on charges of imprudent 
conduct of Bishop Anton Bast, of 
Copenhagen. approached an end today, 
following completion of the evidence 
and beginning of closing arguments. If 
an early verdict is reached by the ec- 
clesiastical court. of seventeen minis- 
ters the report may be presented to the 
conference tomorrow. 

The trial has been in progress nearly 
two weeks. 

Dr. Lewis O. Hartman, of Boston, 
editor of Zion’s Herald, emerged from 
the home-rule debate as an outstanding 
candidate for election as a bishop. Clos- 
ing the discussion by virtue of his posi- 
tion as chairman of the commission of 
25 recommending the change, Dr. Hart- 
man pleaded with the conference for

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COMMUNISM VIA MUSCLE SHOALS. 
In spite of the public opposition to Gov- 
ernment ownership or operation of busi- 
ness enterprises, and in the face of 
warnings by President . Coolidge that 
attempts to use the Treasury for the 
benefit of special classes or sections would 
be vetoed, the House yesterday by a vote 
of 251 to 165 passed the Morin-Norris 
resolution. This resolution would put the 
Government into the fertilizer and power 
business at Muscle Shoals. 

The excuse for this proposed perver- 
sion of the powers 
that the Government is already the owner 
of Muscle Shoals and that the farmers 
are entitled to cheap fertilizer. By 
creating a Government corporation and 
handing over the Muscle Shoals plant to 
it, together with $10,000,000 capital and 
exemption from taxation, &c., the sup- 
porters of this resolution believe that a 
workable plan has been evolved, that will 
bring about economical utilization of 
Muscle Shoals by disposing of surplus’ 
power and fertilizer at cost. “At cost” 
is a very elusive phrase, and in this case 
would be misleading, as no provision is 
made for amortization, taxes, or other 
indispensable items common to all busi- 
ness. What the resolution proposes is 
that the United States shall bear the 
cost of operating a manufacturing estab- 
lishment for the benefit of a part of the 
people. 

This is communism, pure and sienble. 
If it is justifiable in the case of fertilizer 
it is justifiable in the case of boots and 
shoes and all other commodities. Where 
is the end of the road upon which Con- 
gress proposes to enter? The farmers 
need many things besides fertilizer. Why 
should they not have Government insur- 
ance at cost, and Government tractors at 
cost? When it can be shown that al] tax- 
payers should be assessed for the special 
benefit of a class, the way is open for 
universal Government manufacturing, 
transportation and distribution. 

It is inconceivable that President Cool- 
idge will favor this legislation, notwith- 
standing his sympathy for agriculture. 
[t goes contrary to the spirit and letter 
of American institutions and the Consti- 
tution. It is essentially un-American. As 
a precedent it would be more dangerous 
and subversive than the McNary-Haugen 
bill. Once accepted as warranted by the 
Constitution and by the necessities of 
agriculture, the resolution would become 
a battering-ram with which the United 
States Government as it now exists could 
be overthrown. 

The device of a corporation, through 
which the Government would set itself 
up in business, is a mere fraudulent mask. 
The Panama Railroad Co. is not a prece- 
dent for the proposed Muscle Shoals com- 
pany, because the Panama Railroad Co. 
was not engaged in competition, and its 
operations, incidental to the construction 
of the canal, were conducted wholly in 
the interest of all the people, and not for 
the benefit of a class. 

The Muscle Shoals scheme stands 
alone as a naked and unashamed attempt 
to establish communism in the United 
States as a national policy. 

The President’s veto should meet this 
resolution as soon as it reaches the White 
House. The vote in the House shows that 
it could not pass over a veto.

The meeting of the aircraft engineering re-

visory Committee for Aeronautics, at Langley 
Field, serves to call attention to the new air- 
craft developments that loom on the horizon. 
Such matters as the slotted wing to prevent tail- 
spins, the oil burning. motor that will obviate 
fire hazard and provide greater power with less

ference, New devices and new processes are 
being applied to the design and construction of 
aircraft. Each speeds the day when the air- 
plane will be as reliable, and simpie as 
the family automobile. 

The significant and important development 
of the conference, however, was the invitation 
proffered by the ebntresan of the commitiee to 
the American aviation industry to submit its 
technical problems for aid in their solution. 
The National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics is charged by Congress with the supe Im» 
vision and direction of the technical arobleme 
of flight. Heretofore it has concerned itself 
with working out various fundamental prob- 
lems of general interest and in assisting the 
military services. At Langley Field it has an 
experimental plant surpassing any other in the 
world, and with the unique equipment located 
therein it is able to conduct experiments that 
no individual or corporation can undertake 
because of lack of facilities or staff. 

There is great need for comprehensive aero- 
dynamic and engineering research in connec- 
tion with the development of civil and com- 
mercial aircraft. The industry has made won- 
derful progress thus far in fixing the basic de- 
sign of the component parts of the plane, but 
it has not yet developed the perfect plane, or 
even approached it. The elimination of spin- 
ning and stalling, two principa] causes of air 
accidents, is a problem yet to be solved. In- 
creased stability through better wing design 
is a matter engaging the attention of every 
one interested in airplane design. These prob- 
lems have been approached at Langley Field, 
and progress made toward their solution. That 
facilities for fundamental research: are. open 
now to the entire aviation industry constitctes 
1 promise that development of the perfect plane 
will be expedited.

Women in Politics. 

Philadelphia Ledger: While Miss Belle 
Sherwin, president of the National 
League of Women Voters, naturally 
views woman suffrage from the stand- 
point of the professional advocate, her 
latest statement regarding its progress 
suggests an excess of enthusiasm at the 
expense of accuracy. Thus, in enumer- 
ating what she belleves to be the beri- 
efits that have flowec from feminine 
participation in politics, she remarks 
that women are wholly responsible for 
“the present practice of bringing can- 
didates together to speak from the same 
platform.” Miss Sherwin seems to hav 
forgotten, that the most famous po~ 
litical debates in American history, 
those between Lincoln and Douglas, 
when $hey were contesting the Illinois 
senatorship, were held long before the 
woman suffrage agitation. Forensic 
contests between candidates for office 
are the exception rather than the rule, 
but such as do take place can not be 


‘attributed to the influence of women in 


politics. It is difficult, indeed, to dis- 
cover any changes in campaign meth 
ods or customs that can be traced to 
the enfranchisement of women in thing 
country,

N SOME parts of the Western | 
] plains, “prairie dogs” are found 

These creatures are not rea.ly dogs. 
They are far more closely related to 
squirrels; but they were given their 
mame because of the sharp, barking | 
noises which they make. 


“Prairie dogs” are interesting creatures. 


Prairie dogs have thicker bodies and 
ehorter tails than true squirrels. Their 
bodies are usually about a foot long. 
Their tails seldom measure more than 
three inches in length. 

Prairie dogs make their homes in 
the ground. They dig down in a 
slanting direction, and sometimes 
make holes as long as 12 or 15 feet. 
Within the holes, special chambers 
ere made for nesting and for storing 
food. 

On the surface. near the holes, are

They 
obtain moisture by eating grass and 
plants which they find about the 
plains. 

Prairie dogs like to live in groups 
A visitor to their haunts sometimes 
finds thousands of mounds within the 
space of a few square miles. The 
mounds mean that there ar. holes f~ 
fumilies of the animals. People ofte: 
sjeak of “dog towns,” meaning groups 
c* mounds. 

The greatest “dog town” on recora 
vas found ir Texas. It was measured 
and it covered an area of more than 

thousand square miles. 

Where prairie dogs live in great num.- 
bers, they do much damag to graz- 
ing land and to grain. They are timia 
and it is hard to come -iose enou?! 
to shoot them before they run int 
their holes.

THE ANSWERS. 

1, South has a choice between one 
Spade and one Heart. With more than 
enough strength to justify a No Trump, 
he should not think of that declara- 
tion because of the worthless singleton 
of Clubs. The higher-valued Spade is 
naturally the first bid, although the 
Heart is distinctly stronger; but with 
strength in Diamonds, the Heart (with 
an expert partner) would be the wiser 


declaration. Thé reason for this 1s 


that if North bid Clubs, South would 
bid No Trumps. If either adversary 
bid Clubs, South would double and 
thus show the three suits—Spades and 
Diamonds in addition to the Hearts 
originally named—and give North a 
choice among the entire three. South's 
hand is so strong that it is possible 
no other bid will be made, and in that 
case he 1s be‘ter off playing a threec- 
honor sult than aA two-honor suit. The 
Only danger involved in bidding a 
Heart first is that Diamonds may be 
advérsely bid instead of the expected 
Club, In that case South would have 
to pass, risk a No Trump with a worth- 
less singleton, or bid Spades after 
Hearts which would be awkward. But 
the chance of an adverse Diamond bid 
is not 60 great as to make the Initial 
Heart tnadvisable, provi the part- 
ner be of the caliber to understand the 
meaning of the subsequent informa- 
tory double. 


2, West should double; a clear case 
in which the informatory double is 
most advantageous. 


3. West should double. This is what 
is known as the “camouflage double.” 
It temporarily misleads East, indicat- 
ing that West has Clubs, Spades and 
Hearts instead of, as !s the _ case, 
Spades, Hearts and Diamonds. West 
could bid a No Trump with perfect 
safety as far as the Diamonds are con- 
cerned, but his No Trump might be 
swamped by adverse Clubs. The double 
has this advantage: If East have four 
cards in either Spades or Hearts, 
will bid that suit and the most desir- 
able declaration will be ‘secured. If 
East be long in Clubs; he will bid that 
suit and West then, with comparative 
safety, could bid two No Trumps.

— By Acacia Stands As 
Ls Shrine to High Aim 


Insurance Association Growth to Membership of 
100,000 and Assets of Millions a Tribute to 
Soundness—Humble Beginning Led to 
Sirength Based Upon Service. 


Entering its sixtieth year of service 
@ince being granted its original charter 
by the United States Congress, the 
Acacia Mutual Life Association last 
night marked this milestone by the 
dedication of the magnificent new 
home office building which has been 
reared to house its spreading activities 
and to stand permanently as a monu- 
ment to the service and to the ideal 
which it so fittingly epitomizes. 

Standing upon historic ground, with- 
in the shadow of the United States 
Capitol, dedication of this beautiful 
edifice recalls to mind the paralleling 
upgrowth of this institution with that 
of the National Capital and the Nation 
as a whole during a period crowded 
with proud accomplishments. 

The Capital, the Nation and Acacia, 
ali have brought to realization achieve- 
ments which a brief few years ago were 
considered without the realm of pos- 
sibility. All have grown, prospered, and 
gained strength in their due propor- 
tions, and the dedication of Acacia’s 
new home office building is that in- 
stitution’s most important outward 
manifestation of its part in this whole 
broad movement. ° 


Ideal Always Service. 
Starting from the very smallest be- 


president pro tem, and Brother John 
McClellan, secretary pro tem. 

“On motion of Brother J. J. Calla- 
han, Brother William Mertz, A. C, 
Adamson and W. V. Cole were appointed 
a committee to form a set of by-laws 
for the association. 

“On motion the meeting was ad- 
journed until further notice.” 


Next Meeting In 1868. 


For whatever reason, things were al- 
lowed to drift for a considerable period 
and the next meeting was not recorded 
until February 12, 1868. This gather- 
ing was convened at the Masonic Hall 
located on the corner of Nineteenth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue. 
Brother William Mertz still held the 
office of president pro tempore. At this 
meeting a most important action took 
place—that of electing the first board 
of directors. The resolution attaching 
thereto was as follows: 


“Resolved, That the following 22 
brethren, having signified their assent 
to petition the Congress of the United 
States for a charter for this association, 
to be known by the name of the Ma- 
sonic Mutual Relief Association of the 


District of Columbia, are hereby consti- 


| tuted the board of directors of this 
| association for the remainder of the

leadership, never sacrificing the spirit

Organization of service to others. 

How well that fidelity has been re- 
warded may be gleaned from the fact 
that the ten-story building which has 
Just been dedicated at First street and 
Indiana avenue, is necessary to ac- 
eommodate the tremendous volume of 
business which Acacia annually han- 
dies from its branch offices main- 
tained in leading cities throughout 
the country and in every section. To- 
day’s building symbolizes, as much as 
anything physical and material can do 
so, Acacia’s great achievements. 

Economically as steadfast as piled up 
millions of assets can make it, and 
guided by officials and directors to 
whom the welfare of Acacia has become 
a fetish, the institution reveals in its 
every department that combination of 
practical idealism which has meant so 
much to the more than 100,000 persons 
who hold membership in the organiza- 
tion. And here, too, one finds the 
element which has and will continue 
to have so much to do with Acacia’s 
sustained progress. 


Grew Through Hard Tests. 


On every hand there are to be seen 
evidences of Acacia’s success, and ex- 
amination of ‘many factors show clearly 
why this success wes inevitable. No 
lasting success ever has been achieved 
without great effort. Fundamentally 
sound success and progress follow when 
growth has come through the hard 
school of experience and though ob- 
gtacles which have tested the fiber of 
mind and body. It is axiomatic, yes, 
but it also is a fact that when success 
finally does come, Many are prone to 
forget the struggles of earlier years. 
Onlookers, for the most part, see only 
the success; the long years of ceaseless 
effort toward an objective are forgotten 
or ignored. 

Acacia has been successful, it has 
progressed, and now, with the erection 
of its magnificent new home office 
building it is moving into a new era 
ef achievement. But, let it be said 
with emphasis, the road of Acacia to 
its present position of prominence was 
mot an easy one. It was, on the other 
hahd, a series of ardent struggles, Some- 
times the obstacles which loomed be- 
fore the organization seemed well-nigh 
insurmountable; sometimes progress 
geemed too elusive to capture and hold; 
sometimes discouragement truly seemed 
in order. 

It is well to bear these things in mind 
mow, as Acacia takes possession of the 
building which is a material expression 
of the success which has crowned its 

ears of earnest and sincere service in 

half of its public. There should be 
an understanding of the thought which 


' originated and has continued to moti- 


vate the association, of the years of 
labor and effort which have gone into 
it, and of how many ends were skil- 
fully drawn together to build the mon- 
umental organization which now stands 
at the forefront of its field. 


Beginning Was Humble. 


To gain such an understanding; it 
is necessary to follow the history of 
the association—a story which dates 
back to the middle of the nineteenth 
century. 

Following the close of the Civil War, 
Masonry in the District of Columbia 
was not strong, elther numerically or 
financially. Members of the fraternity 
receiv>d frequent calls for assistance, 
either from fellow members or from 
the widows and orphans of members. 

So pronounced was this condition, 
emphasized, of course, because of the 
extreme exigencies of the war which 
had just come to a conclusion, that, 
en October 26, 1866, a number of Ma- 
gons in this jurisdiction met to devise 
@ plan whereby these frequent calls 
upon the lodges for charity could be 
reduced and every member might have 
the opportunity of giving systematic 
aid to those who stood in need of such 
assistance. : 

The thought was advanced that 
there should be organized an associ- 
ation which ‘would be patterned some- 
what after the friendly societies of 
Great Britain, groups which had been 
notably successful in their chosen 
fields. 

Early Records Preserved. 


Acacia has preserved with care the 
early records which trace the first 
steps of the association, »nd perusal 
of the musty volumes of minutes is 
fraught with the deepest interest. Here, 
for instance, is the first record of the 
association, bearing date of Friday eve- 


ming, October 26, 1866, in “Washington, 
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District of Columbia.” 
“An informal meeting,” the record 
reads, “was held this evening at the 


residence of Brother William Meriz. | 
Wo. 466 Tenth street, for the prrpose . 
of forming a ‘relief association’ for the | 


benefit of Master Masons’ widows and 
their orphans. 

*“Present, Brothers William Mertz, 
H. V. Cole, John J. Callahan, A. C. 
oo E. .H. Atkins, Charles H. 
ickson, A. J. Dessan and John Mec-

First President Chosen. 


Events now began to move at a 
somewhat accelerated pace, and at the 
following meeting, held on February 15, 
1868, A. C. Adamson was elected the 
first president of the association. The 


| important development at this meet- 


ing, in addition to the election’of Mr. 
Adamson, was the appointment of a 
committee, consisting of the president 
and three other directors, to procure a 
charter from Congress. At this same 
meeting is found the first record of the 
election of a member to the association. 

W. Morris Smith, “being present and 
signing his mame, he was elected a 
member without further examination.” 

Now the association was fully on its 
way. It had a president, a board of 
directors, and members were added on 
the rolls. But the years following the 
Civil War were troubled ones, and this 
probably is reflected to some extent at 
least in the halting manner in which 
the association began its long trek for- 
ward. Several meetings were held in 
the spring of 1868, and while there are 
no records in this particular matter, 
it is considered a safe assumption that 
the resignation of some directors and 
the appointment of others revealed 
either a lack of interest or that there 
was a difference of opinion regarding 
the manner in which the business 
should be conducted. 

An event of outstanding importance 
to the association took place on March 
3, 1869, when the institution’s peti- 
tion to Congress for a charter was 
granted. This was a most significant 
factor, of course, in giving impetus to 
interest in and activity in behalf of 
the then Masonic Mutual Relief Asso- 
ciation. 


By-Laws Adopted in 1869. 


Finally, then, by-laws were adopted, 
and on April 21, 1869, the first money 
transaction turns up in the records. 
A bill was received from Gibson 
Brothers, printers, for 500 copies of 
the by-laws and 1,000 applications for 
membership, at a cost. of $38.50. The 
minutes state that on motion the treas- 
urer of the association was ordered to 
pay the printing ball “at his own 
cption.” The last few words evidently 
were important because the first cash 
receipts recorded on the same day 
amounted only to $21.70. The latter 
were membership fees and one assess- 
ment for seven members. ° 

According to the minutes, Gibson 
Brothers had to wait.until July 14, 
1869, to receive payment of this first 
bill. The National Metropolitan Bank, 
at the next meeting of the asso- 
Clation, was designated the organi- 
zation’s institution of deposit. How- 
ever, Acacia’s 67 branches throughout 
the country today necessitate the use 
of a corresponding number of banks 
of deposit in all parts of the United 
States. 

Now the association was more truly 
launched, with its first fiscal relations 
already a matter of history. The next 
step in order was the calling of the 
annual meeting. The latter event took 
place on November 9, 1869, at the Ma- 
sonic Hall.

“a very flourishing condition.” 


Had Membership of 173. 


Just what was meant by “a very 
flourishing condition” for the associa- 
tion then may be gathered from the 
fact that membership totaled 173; total 
receipts and expenditures for the year 
were 6536.30 and $65.60, respectively, 
leaving a balance of $470.70 in the 
treasurer’s hands. 

The minutes show that there was 
complaint regarding the heavy expenses 
in that the expenditure had exceeded 
the part of the assessment which was 
allowed for the purpose, but the com- 
mittee reported, “In the first organiza- 
tion of an institution of this kind 
such expenditures are unavoidable, and 
we would further recommend that a 
sufficient amount for giving necessary 
publicity to the association be borrowed 
from the permanent fund for such 
purposes.” 

Examination of the records brings to 
light that the first salary appropriated 
by the board of directors was on De- 
cember 1, 1869, when it was voted to 


turn over to the sécretary, for past 


| services, an amount of 820. However, 


the following proviso was attached to 
iis appropriation: 

“As soon as the amount shall be in 
the contingent fund over and above 
expenses.” 

No record hag been found of when 
the secretary finally received his first 
salary. 

Dessan First Beneficiary. 


Concerning other “famous firsts” of 
the association, diligent research reveals 
that the beneficiary of A. J. Dessan, 
who was a member of the first board 
of directors, received funds in the first 
death claim paid by the institution. Mr. 
Dessan became a member of the associ- 
ation on October 6, 1869, and he died

With the amendment to Acacia’s 
charter in 1902 requiring Acacia to 
write business on the legal reserve 
plan, the business began to grow in a 
very impressive fashion, and in 1904 
there was discussion among the dl-' 
rectors upon the question of moving 
to larger quarters. On the theory that 
the association should not move out 
of its own home, some members of the 
board of directors felt that such a 
step would be unwise. Ir the opinion 
of some of the directors, remodeling 
of the upper floors of the dwelling, 
which was converted to business uses, 
would give to the association office 
space sufficient for an _ indefinite 
period,

At 
the time the purchase was made it 
was the understanding of the associa- 
tion that additional adjoining property 
could be obtained, but since that was 
subsequently found impossible, and 
since the original purchase was deemed 
insufficient in size, decision was made 
to sell and procure space elsewhere. 

Having outgrown the building at 
1621 H street northwest, with ite im-

In recent years, however, the 
companies have realized that this is 
not conducive to the best dispatch of 
the business and to economy in admin-

There are two important committees 
of the Acacia Mutual Life Association 
fi whose hands Hes supervision over 
matters of the greatest significance in 
their relation to the well being and the 
progress of the institution.

“Acacia Mutual Life Association,” be- 
gan the final and most significant lap 
of its journey on the highway to suc- 
cess. The details of that long effort
